LINE ELEVATORS 
URGE WHEAT PRICE 
CEILING OF $1.26 


Equality With East Sought 
For Western Farmers 


Uniform wheat price ceiling for all 
Canada of $1.26 per bushel basis One 
Northern delivered Montreal is urged 
in a brief submitted to Ottawa today 
by The North-West Line Elevators 
Association. The Government recently 
set a price ceiling for Ontario wheat 
of $1.26 per bushel. The indicated 
ceiling for Western wheat is 82 3-4 c 
per bushel, unless action is taken by 
the Government to set a higher ceil- 
ng price. 

In a submission to the Chairman of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
the ‘Line Elevators’ Association 
states— 

“On November 19th we communica- 
ted with your Board regarding the 
ceiling price for wheat. At that time 
we urged that special consideration be 
given wheat in view of the fact that 
wheat was selling at depressed prices 
in the base period chosen by the Gov- 
ernment for setting ceiling prices. 

“Subsequently the Canadian Wheat 
Board, acting as administrator on be- 
half of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, issued an order defining the 
maximum price at which Ontario 
wheat might be sold in Eastern Can- 
ada as $1.26 per bushel, basis deliver- 
ed at Montreal. This was the highest 
price at which wheat sold in the basic 
period between September 15th and 
October 11th, 1941, 

“In view of the action already tak- 
en by your Board in respect to On-’ 
tario wheat and having regard to the 
superior milling value of Western 
spring wheat we feel that the ceiling 
price of wheat for all Canada should 
be not less than the price of $1.26 
per bushel basis One Northern deliv- 
ered Montreal. This would make the 
ceiling price at Fort William and Van- 
couver a minimum of approximately 
$1.15 per bushel. 

“It would appear that price ceilings 
will be with us for some time to come 
and we think it important, the fact 
should be established that there 
should be no discrimination between 
the price of Western spring wheat 
and Ontario wheat. We urge your 
Board, therefore, to issue an order de- 
fining the price ceiling for wheat for 
all Canada as $1.26 per bushel basis 
Montreal, subject to reconsideration 
being given annually in the light of 
crop production and costs. 

“The establishment and announce- 
ment of this ceiling would clarify the 
situation for wheat producers.”

For a shipment of thirty-three head 
of Hampshire and Suffolk sheep sold 
at the national ram sale at Salt Lake 
City, Utah, the’ company’s supply 
farm at Strathmore, Alberta, realized 
a total return of $2,780.00, according 
te J. McCulloch, superintendent of ag- 
riculture, department of natural re- 
sources, Calgary. 

The consignment included three 
Suffolk stud rams which sold for 
$525, $250 an? $250; a pen of five Suf- 
folk rams which sold for $375; two 
pens of ten each for $970 and a pen 
of five Hampshires which sold for 
$410. This ws an average of $80 on 
the 33 head.

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THE AGE OF CRESTED! 
WHEAT GRASS 


Lethbridge Experimental Station

How long will a field of crested 
wheat grass last? Experimental data 
will take us back a number of years 
At Mandan, North Dakota, a field was 
seeded twenty-seven years ago and is 
still producing. 

What about practical farm exper- 
fence? Mr James Murray, now prin- 
cipal of the Olds School of Agricult- 
ure, should possibly be given credit 
for starting the first plots of crested 
wheat grass on farms in Southern 
Alberta. In 1924 he sent out a few 
small samples of seed to farmers. 
From the garden plots the seed was 
increased, and by 1927 larger fields 
were planted and where these fields 
have not been ploughed the original 
stand of crested wheatgrass is still 
productive. 


Fourteen years is not a long time, 
but it is sufficiently long to tell a 
fairly complete story, and what it 
means to one applies to many others. 
The history of the field that the writ- 
er has in mind is of interest. It is lo- 
cated in the extreme south-east cor- 
ner of the Province and was seeded 
in 1927. Eother a hay or a seed crop 
has been harvested practically every 
year since. Besides a summer crop, 
this field was pastured spring and 
fall and sometimes grazed very close- 
ly. It was realized that this heavy 
grazing reduced the summer yield 
but good pasture is a valuable asset, 
especially when near the buildngs. 

In spite of this treatment, the 
stand became too thick and on differ- 
ent occasions the double disc was 
used to cut out some of the extra 
growth. One spring it was cultivated 
with a narrow tooth cultivator. It 1s 
difficult to say which was the best, 
or how often this should be done, 
but it was quite evident that the 
growth was improved.

London air raid and developed mental 
illness has made an excellent recov: 
ery by a new treatment called electric 
convulsion therapy. 

The treatment throws the patient in | 
to an artiicial epileptic fit which | 
clears away mental disorder. The 
apparatus used, which is made 
consists of two independent 
electrical circuits applied to the head. 

About forty of these units have 
now been supplied to hospitals and 
nursing homes in Britain. The treat- 
ment promises to be a great boon to 
mental patients who have periodical 


sume their normal lives, attending 
hospital only from time to time as out- 
patients. 

It has long been known that a sev- 
ere shock will cure or improve mental 
disorders but up to now the shock has 
been produced by drugs, often with 
harmful results. Such symptoms as 
vomiting, confusion and excitement 
do not follow the electric treatment, 
a great advantage where patients 
have to attend from time to time, for 
it removes fear of unpleasant conse- 
quences, 

Many, patients at the Warlingham 
Park Hospital, near London, where 
the treatment is being developed, have 
been suffering from mental illnesses 
resulting from air raids and the stress 
of war generally, and such depressive 
states have been among the most suc- 
cessful cases.

America’s heavy sacrifices in the 
Phillippines have served to blunt and 
delay Japan’s long-prepared effort to 
seize the British and Dutch empires. 

Manila’s agony has protected their 
East Indies colonies 
and Australia from 
the annihilating 
blow which could 
have been deliver- 
Med had the forces 
of Gen. Douglas Mac 
Arthur been unable 
to interpose _resist- 
ance to the death. 

Had the American 
and Filipino  sold- 
iers collapsed before the Japanese 
blitz, it is certain that many troop 
transports and aircraft, whose _ con-- 
centration upon the Singapore and 
Borneo fronts may soon be expected, 
would already be here where pres- 


sure is already great.

Although the Philippine defeat 
makes part of America suffer what 
little coutnries like Norway, Belgium 
and Poland already have known, this 
sacrifice has at least accomplished one 
thing.— 

America in sacrificing the Philip 
pines has cleared her debt to Great 
Britain for delaying Hitler’s plans of 
world conquest. 

Although her loss is heavier in ter- 
ritorial terms than anything Britain 
has yet suffered, and Manila’s fate 
under Japanese bombs equally piti- 
less in human terms with the days 
when the blitz fell upon London. Am- 
erica has taken her wounds proudly 
and will avenge them thoroughly.

With Russia handling the Reichs- 
wehr and most of the Luftwaffe and 
the Egyptian situation progressing 


smoothly. Britain’s situation— pro- 
vided the principal Pacific responsib- 
ility be regarded as America’s— is 
now coming into a securer form des- 
pite the steady advance of the Japan- 
ese army down the Malayan peninsula. 

In the territorial world balance, 
Britain is actually ahead for without 
having lost more of her own soil than 
the channel islands, she has won val-

America, however, until today the 
golden boy of the Allies starts the 
war with two called strikes.

STRATHMORE @ 
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London in the Blackout 
Amazingly Black And Quiet 


This is the fourth of a series of art- 
icles about conditions in Great Britain 
and other countries visited by a group 
of Canadian newspaper editors. it was 
written for the weekly newspapers of 
Canada by their own representative on 
the tour, Hugh Templin, of the Fergus 
News-Record. 


First impressions may not be accur- 
ate, but they are always interesting. 

The first thing that any visitor to 
England wants to see is the damage 
done by the bombs. I was no_ excep- 
tion. .The airport where our plane had 
dropped us down on British soil was 
interesting in its way, but much like 
a dozen others I had visited in Can- 
ada, There were only two apparent 
differences— the planes were of dif- 
ferent types, though there were a few 
familiar Avro Ansons, and the build- 
ings were protected against the blasts 
from bombs dropping nearby. 

The customs examination was 
brief, though the examiner did show 
some interest in the things I had 
thought it necessary to take to Eng- 
land with me. I had a short brush with 
the lady censor. She took away ll 
the letters I had carried from Canada 
and appeared to be horrified that I 
had taken along a map of the British 
Isles. Apparently, I had unwittingly 
committed a grave crime and she said 
she must confiscate it. 

Evidently, a few girls get that way 
when given some brief authority. I 
met censors several times during the 
next six weeks, but none like that 
young lady. She even went so far as 
to take away two picture postcards 
I had bought in the Azores on the 
flight across the Atlantic. After a 
brisk argument, in which the customs 
man took m ypart, I got the map back. 
The letters and post cards arrived by 
mail at my hotel in London a week 
later, after being censored. 

First Impressions of Bombing— 

It was only a few miles to the near- 
est city, a seaport on the west coast 
of England. I had never been across 
the Atantic before, so I watched with 
interest for the things I had been told 
about so often—the small fields en- 
closed by hedges, the slated or tiled 
roofs, the little locomotives pulling 
long trains of tiny wagons. Nothing 
really seemed strange, for photogra- 
phy had made them all familiar. Only 
the barrage balloons floating over 
the nearby hills showed that England 
had changed. 

As our car entered the city, we all 
looked around curiously for signs of 
damage. Rumors in Canada said that 
this ancient port was practically de- 
stroyed. German versions said that 
the dock area was rendered useless. 
As we crossed a bridge over the river, 
I looked at the shipping and saw no 
sign of damage to the docks. 

The first blitzed house on a corner. 
Or it had stood on the corner, for not 
a thing was left except a_ pile of 
bricks in the basement. The houses 
on either side seemed undamaged. 
except for a few boarded-up windows 
but the corner one was gone as clean- 
ly as though it had been carved out 
with a big knife, 

I thought to myself— “This is ex- 
actly what I expected to see; it looks 
just like the pictures.” 

In the next block, another house 
had been hit. It wasn’t as thoroughly 
destroyed. One side wall remained, 
and up it at irregular intervals were 
the fireplaces which had once sup- 
plied a bit of heat to its rooms. Part 
of the floor of one upstairs room hung 


in the air, with a bed on it. 

Again there was that feeling that 
this was just what I had_ expected. 
It remained while we drove down a 


long street, with half a dczen houses 
missing at more or less regular inter- 
vals. After that, my feelings began to 
change. Perhaps it was the ruined 
churches, Several of them had nothing 
left but blackened walls. On the main 
business street, many stores were 
without windows; others were hcllow 
Shells, 

Jt mademe angry before long. This 
wanton damage seemed so senseless. 
Obviously, military targets had not 
been hit or they had been repaired, 
so quickly that the effect was slight. 
It was the houses that had suffered 
most and the churches. 

The train to London was crowded, 
but the six of us got a compartment 


to ourselves. On the wall was a detail- 
ed map of the railway line. I thought 
of the girl in the censor’s office and 


my map, But I never saw another one 
on a British train. Most of the railway 
stations have had the names obliter- 
ated or the signs torn down in the 
hope tkat invaders might get lost. 
London in the Blackout— 

The train was about half-way to 
London when blackout time arrived 
at about half-past six. The guard 
came in and pulled down heavy blinds 
over all the windows and doors. Even 
the door out into the corridor had a 
blind one it. It was the first hint that 
there is nothing half-hearted about 
the British blackout. It’s black. 

Inside the railway carriage, two 
dim lights kept the compartment in 
a state of semi-darkness. One was a
